Gov. Vandiver has called a meeting of 
the State Finance Commission next Tues- 
day to review the condition of Georgia's 
finances as we enter the new fiscal year. 

It is gratifying that final figures pre- 
sent a little brighter picture than earlier 
estimates had indicated. Revenue collec- 
tions surpassed estimates by about three 
million dollars, thus reducing consider- 
ably the deficit {pending figure and leav- 
ing a surplus of approximately 48 mil- 
lions. 


Anticipating the new year’s revenues 
is a risky business, depending upon gen- 
eral business conditions. Economic activ- 
ity will have to grow at a rate of 4 per 
cent or more to maintain the status quo. 
Included in this year’s collections was a 
15-million-dollar withholding tax bonan- 
za which will not recur. 


State spending in-the last fiscal year 


approached 397 million dollars and will. 


rise to 412 millions in regular appropri- 
ated funds this year. Thus revenues will 
have to approximate 32 million dollars 
more to make up for the withholding 
windfall and to finance this year’s appro- 
priations. 


Should revenues not rise in this 
amount, the difference, of course, will 
come from the surplus. It could be de- 
pleted in a hurry if collections remain 
static. And that, of course, is the problem 
facing Gov. Vandiver and the finance 
committee in attempting to decide wheth- 
er to allocate funds to activate certain au- 
thorized programs, such as the tax equali- 
zation loans to counties. 


If funds can be found for nothing else, 
the tak equalization program should be 
put into effect. There is no single project 
now pending more important to the fiscal 
health of Georgia.counties and to the state 
itself. We trust the governor and the fi- 
nance committee also see it that way.

The President Deserves 
A Chance on Aid Plans 


President Kennedy's foreign aid re- 
quest is being given as close a scrutiny as 
any part of his program. Yesterday Sec- 
retary of State Dean Rusk made a third 
appeal to the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee in behalf of the Rresident. 


There is a critical need for the right 
kind of an aid program. The need is 
probably as critical as it has ever been. 
Perhaps the need is greater than ever 
before. At the same time the opposition to 
it is greater than ever before. 


It is the President’s job to sell his 
program. He must prove to his critics 
that he will, indeed, re-vamp the pro- 
gram, stop the tendency to waste and cor- 
ruption that has characterized much of 
the program in recent years and see to it 
that these dollars do what they are sup- 
posed to do: Shore up areas that might 
fall victim to Communist expansion. 


He says he can and will do that. We 
believe him. Those who are suspicious of 
his ability to do what he says he will 
should at least give him a chance. If he 
fails, then they can vote against future 
programs with a clear conscience and the 
certain knowledge that they are right. 
Until that happens, they can’t.

Hoffa’s Demands Win 
But Labor Is Loser 


James Riddle Hoffa is riding high, 
wide and handsome these days at the ex- 
pense of the rank-and-file members of his 
Teamsters Union. 


Prior to the Miami convention he 
thumbed his nose at the AFL-CIO, which 
is operated better than Hoffa’s as is 
proven by the contrast in brushes with 
the courts and congressional committees, 
and threatened to expand his own em- 
pire by organizing just about any group 
of workers he pleases. 

His iron-clad control over the Team- 
sters has been demonstrated all too well 
at the convention. Few indeed dared to 
oppose his demands. He has gotten what 
he wants—an increase of $12 million dol- 
lars in dues, a $25,000 pay hike for him- 
self and the squelching of a request for 
a secret ballot referendum to choose top 
officers which, of course, include him as 
the boss of all. 


Today Hoffa will be re-elected. It will 
be a personal victory, not a victory for 
labor as a whole or for that matter the 
best interests of the nation’s economy. 


His tactics are dangerous. Sooner or 
later they are bound to backfire. When 
that day comes, there will be further 
realization of the damage that Hoffa and 
his cronies are inflicting upon the cause 
of labor.

Need for Law To Ban 


Fireworks Is Mounting 


The blasting of fireworks during the 
holiday weekend, including the destruc- 
tion of a mailbox, certainly was not de- 
signed to advance the cause of agricul- 
ture. 


The shootings were illegal. So were 
the sales in all instances where operators 
of fireworks stands, who ply their trade 
in counties that wink at the practice, 
know full well that purchasers had not 
the slightest intention of using the dan- 
gerous devices for the few purposes le- 
gally permitted. 

Luckily, Georgia had no single dis- 
aster such as cyperienced in Hinsdale, IIl., 
where 29 persons were injured at a fire- 
works show. 

But it does point up the need for an 
outright ban on sales, possession and 
shooting of fireworks. Georgia's meaning- 
less law should be tightened to say just 
that.

The Court Is Untidy---But So What? 


The justices of the United States Supreme 
Court were all over the lot as they wound up 
their term. 

Four of the six leading decisions were by 
5 to 4 votes. In another, views were scattered 
much more widely than the controlling 7 to 2 
vote indicated. These five splits evoked 17 
opinions altogether. 

The justices confounded analysts who would 
like to assign them neatly to “‘liberal’’ and ‘‘con- 
servative’’ niches and have them stay put. Of 
the so-called liberals, only Warren and Bren- 
nan voted together all the way through, and of 
the others, only Frankfurter and Whittaker. 

Two cases did find the four most nearly 
consistent ‘“‘liberals’—Warren, Brennan, Black 
and Douglas hanging together as a bloc. They 
were the minority who would not have let the 
navy use peremptory security methods against 
civilian help, and Clark joined them to make 
the majority that barred illegally obtained evi- 
dence even in state’ courts. 

But in others they split up. 

All this is untidy, of course. It would make 
for greater certainty in the law—if—the court

could manage to speak with a more nearly 
single voice more often. But it does not follow 
that the numerous split decisions and multiple 
opinions depict a court in bad shape and not 
functioning properly. 

For one thing, these are all men of strong 
legal views and convictions, which they should 
not be expected to compromise for the mere 
sake of showing more impressive majorities. 
The court doesn’t get the easy cases on which 
all such men would always agree anyway. The 
tough ones can often be powerfully and sincerely 
argued both ways. 

Secondly, dissent has a necessary historic 
role in the continuing evolution of law. Witness 
last Monday’s 5 to 4 ruling on illegal evidence 
in state courts. It reversed a 4 to 3 ruling of 
1949. The minority view then has become the 
majority view now. 

Thirdly, would it be wholesome anyway to 
have a court of nine men all of one mind? 
That could occur, if at all, only after a long 
period of the same kind of presidents appoint- 
ing the sarne kind of men. And such a court 
would be a pretty stultifying body.

Hemingway Was

Hemingway's last 
in the shotgun’s blast that 


fae ended his brilliant and tortured career, is a Joss. 
to the country’s public policy quite as much as to its literature. For 
he was more than a great novelist. He was also one writer of intellect 
and talent who scorned to seek fame by slandering his country’s 
motives or by weakening his country’s will to fight for justice and 


honor. 

To the end, unlike those writ- 
ers who reached maturity in the 
1930s by forever whining ‘“‘social 
protest,”” he remained a staunch 
force against the creeping paci- 
fism, the ideology-s houting of 
much of American letters which, 
unwittingly for the most part, was 
helping to build up the Commu- 
nist menace. 


He remained a man not 
ashamed of our national power 
and not afraid to see it used, 
openly and honorably, against to- 
talitarian aggressors everywhere. 

His critics said of him that ‘'Er- 
nest was always trying to prove 
something’ in his zest for com- 
bat. They implied that he was 
only trying to ‘“‘prove’’ that he 
himself was unafraid; that he was 
fighting doubts about himself. 

I am surely no psychoanalyst— 
nor were Hemingway's. critics, 
few of whom had ever smelled 
cordite or heard a gun fired in 
anger. But I did slightly know 
that big, compassionate, brave 
and reckless man when we and 
many others were assault war cor- 
respondents with various elements 
of the First U.S. Army in Nor- 
mandy and beyond 17 years ago 
now. 

He was not merely a war cor- 
respondent, but also a war cor- 
respondent always at war. He vio-

But this 
meant nothing; he was simply ob- 
serving, not believing. Always he 
had a true belief in democracy 
and in something else which most 
of the writers of his generation 
ridiculed as the flag-waving of the 
hopelessly unsophisticated. 

He believed, that is, in Ameri- 
canism — and was never ashamed 
of it either. His death, therefore, 
takes away much from American 
letters. But it takes away more 
from American policy; it takes 
away an irreplaceable’ writer 
who was pro rather than anti- 
power in this world.

people and this is obviously a preposterous idea, disproved by our 


whole history. 

No doubt it is wholly illogical 
in the Soviet mind, which is more 
preoccupied with power than with 
honor, for the United States to 
think of risking a nuclear war for 
Berlin. They cannot conceive such 
a thing, and think it even sillier 
that the Kennedy administration 
might consider a _ conventional 
ground war against Russia's mas- 
sive land armies. 

The fact is, however, that the 
United States is always plunging 
into wars that must seem illogi- 
cal to ‘‘Marxian scientific real- 
ism."’ What, for example, was 
‘‘logical’’ about Cuba, or fighting 
a war 7,000 miles away from 
home in Korea, or crossing the 
38th parallel ‘there, or limiting 
that war once the 38th parallel 
was crossed, or defending Que- 
moy and Matsu, or opposing our 
allies, Britain and France, in 
Suez, or invading Russia after 
World War I? 

In Marxian terms, all these 
things were ‘“‘illogical.” As they 
see it, the struggle in the world 
is ideological, yet the U.S. and 
Britain did not act on ideological 
terms in World War Il. They 
joined Communist Russia to de- 
stroy capitalist Nazi Germany, 
and that war started because Brit- 
ain gave what the Soviets regard- 
ed as an illogical and unredeem- 
able pledge to Poland. 


We are not even logical about 
ourselves, as the War Between 
the States proved, and there's cer- 
tainly very little evidence that we 
are going to meet Moscow’s idea 
of logic now. 


Nevertheless, logical or not, that 
is the way we are. There is just 
this stubborn idea in the Ameri- 
can mind that we ought not to 
let people down, or permit any- 
body to shove us around. Nobody 
Says the commitment to Berlin 
was “‘logical,”’ and it may even be 
that the imprecise and spongy ar- 
rangements for Berlin will go 
down in history as the most illogi- 
cal act in the melancholy story of 
diplomacy. 

Accordingly we will talk about 
it with the Russians, not being 
quite goofy enough to fight rather 
than talk, and in a pinch we may 
even let the East German Com- 
munists stamp our transit papers 
to Berlin, but beyond that Khru- 
shchevy had better watch his. 
moves. | 

For this country, despite all its 
opulence, is still nearer in spirit 
to the frontier than the world sup- 
poses. | 

Maybe it is “logical,” as Khru- 
shcheyv seems to be saying, to 
give the Prussian mentality in 
East Germany power over the ac- 
cess routes to Berlin and there- 
fore over peace and war, and 
maybe it is “illogical” for us “to 
think that the West Germ ans 
should be integrated into, and con- 
trolled by, the more pacific tra- 
ditions of Western Europe, but 
we don’t think so. 

We think the opposite, but any- 
way, every effort to impose So- 
viet “logic” through blackmail 
only intensifies the combative 
American spirit, and this is a fac- 
tor which no prudent’chess player 
would be wise to ignore.

~ These gentlemen are railway 
hobbyists — among about 160 
thembers of the Atlanta chapter 
of the National Railway Histor- 
ical Society which sponsors the 
railway museum out at Lake- 
wood Park. They are in a mood 
familiar to history-minded hob- 
byists of every stripe — keyed 
up over a new find, an old 
Washington Street - Lakewood 
trolley.

For Emergencies

‘Atlanta is the only city of its 


size in the United States which 
does not have a single bed for 
| emergency patients “with mental | 
illness,’ the executive director 


of the Atlanta Mental Health As- | 
| sociation said here Thursday. 


Malcolm Lockhart told a joint 


'meeting of the House and Senate 


committees on mental health that 
the closest thing to emergency 
provisions is a policy which al- 
lows a patient to be admitted 
to Grady Hospital for a _ night 
while awaiting admittance to 
Milledgeville State Hospital. 


But, since the 18-bed short-term 
treatment facilities at Grady are 
always crowded, he said, this 
policy actually does little good. 


The Grady psychiatric center 
serves a 38-county area. 


Dr. John Venable, director of 
the Georgia Mental Health de- 


partment. testified that of the 
four centers for intensive treat- 
ment—in Augusta. Macon, Co- 
lumbus and Atlanta—the Grady 
Hospital center is the only one 
which does not have beds in ad- 
dition to those furnished from 
state - funds. 


Explaining that the state pro- 
vided funds for the first 18 beds 
to get the program started at 
Dr. Venable said the 
agreement was that local funds 
would be used for expansion. This 
method used at the other 
three centers, he said.

On Roads, U.S. Urges State 


The federal government has ap- 
pealed to Georgia to help save 
survey markers which are being 
destroyed by highway building 


and other work at the national |. 


rate of $125,000 per year. 


The state Highway department 
is just as anxious to preserve the 
markers as the federal people, 
Roy Flynt, state highway plan- 
ning engineer, said Thursday. 


The U.S. Commerce Depart- 
ment’s Coast and Geodetic Survey 
said the markers are bronze discs 
about 3% inches in diameter and 
are usually imbeded in concrete 
or bedrock. 


FOR SURVEY POINTS 

The discs, consisting of eight 
different types, are designed to 
mark places at which certain 
kinds of survey have been deter- 
mined—such as latitude and longi- 
tude, elevation, magnetism, grav- 
ity and direction. 


They form the basis for engi- 
neers, surveyors and government 
mapping agencies to work out 
maps, charts, local surveys and 
various engineering projects. 

“They are very essential to the 
proper orientation of official sur- 
veys and to maintaining the geo- 
detie control system on surveys,” 
said Flynt. 

The Geodetic Survey said ‘“‘an

Today’s 
offering is unique in that declarer 
played out most of the hand be- 
fore he was even aware of the 
very adverse trump break. 


The bidding perhaps calls for 
some stray comments. North's 
immediate jump shift is sound in- 
asmuch as he has 20 points with 
a virtually solid suit of his own. 
South’s postponement of mention- 
ing the heart suit is good strategy. 
There will be plenty of time to 
show it and great preference 
should be given to the almost 
solid six card suit. 


With no special fit for either 
of his partner's suits, North 
could do no more than return 


| somewhat reluctantly to spades 


over four hearts but, when South 
scraped up another bid, North 
eagerly contracted for slam. 


West led the jack of diamonds 
and South put up the ace with 
the expectation of discarding 
the dummy’s remaining three 
diamonds on his high hearts. He 
did not mind if the fourth round 
of hearts were ruffed, for he 
intended to trump one diamond in 
dummy and throw the other on 
the ace of clubs. 


In pursuit of this plan he cashed 
the ace of hearts and the ace 
of clubs, taking his diamond dis- 
card, and then ruffed a low club. 
Next came the parade of the 
heart honors on which everyone, 
happily, had to follow as dum- 
my’s diamonds disappeared.

The late Cholly Knickerbocker 
No. 1, Maury Paul, was dining 
at the Ritz that night, and his 
eye chanced upon a group of 
people about to have dinner—a 
group. which included, accord- 
ing to Paul’s faithful secretary 
Eve Brown, Mrs. Allen Gouver- 
neur Wellman (later Mrs. Har- 
old Brooks), Joe Widener, Laura 
Corrigan, Whitney Warren Jr. 
and one ‘‘assorted pair of Goe- 
lets.” Miss Brown recalls Paul 
murmuring to himself, ‘Society 
isn’t staying home and enter- 
taining any more. Society is go- 
ing out to dinner, out to night 
life, and letting down the bar- 
riers. Heavens—that I should 
see a Widener, a Goelet, a Cor- 
rigan and a Warren all to 
gether. It’s like a seafood cock- 
tail with everything from eels 
to striped bass!”’ 


In any case, the next morn- 
ing Paul batted out, with his 
two-fingered typing, the phrase 
“Cafe Society,”’ and the hand- 
writing was, according to many 
oldtimers, clearly on the wall 
for the old Society.

of the old Cornelius Vanderbilt 
house—640 Fifth Ave. Last of 
the great Vanderbilt mansions 
which once flanked Fifth Ave- 
nue, it was thereafter taken 
over by the late Collier’s maga- 
zine—thus marking one more 
step in the triumphal march 
of the Fourth Estate over the 
Four Hundred. The house, built 
in 1881, by William H. Vander- 
bilt, son of the old Commodore 
himself, had remained what the 
late Frank Crowninshield called 
“the last stronghold of cere- 
monial Society in America,” 
and if the late Mrs. Vanderbilt 
was far removed in both time 
and dignity from Mrs. Astor, 
still the fact remained that she 
was the last The Mrs. Vander- 
bilt and through her house’s 
portals and salons had passed, 
as Crowninshield put it, ‘‘an 
unending phalanx of her friends 
—a long parade of such exalted 
figures as King Albert of the 
Belgians, the Queen of Spain, 
Lord Balfour, the Duke of Kent, 
Winston Churchill, the Crown 
Prince of Norway, the Prince of 
Wales, Theodore Roosevelt, Cal- 
vin Coolidge, Herbert Hoover 
and General Pershing.” 


FAVORED DEMISE 


Still a fourth favored demise 
for the Old was another Van- 
derbilt milestone—the death, in 
1952, of Mrs. Hamilton McKown 
Twombly, last granddaughter of 
the old Commodore. And, al- 
though it is extremely doubt- 
ful if social history could be 
written at all if one disallowed 
such words as “‘late’’ and 
‘‘last,”’ “‘old’’ and “‘order,”’ ‘last 
of the gentlemen’ and “old 
school,”’ etc., again the fact re- 
mains that this latter date, the 
passing of Mrs. Twombly, mid- 
century as it is, is certainly a 
most socially acceptable date 
for the passing of the Old Or- 
der itself. For, among other 
qualifications, Mrs. Twombly 
was 98 years old. 


LAST COURT 


For three-quarters of a cen- 
tury, in New York and Newport, 
and even, remarkably enough, 
in New Jersey—at ‘‘Florham,”’ 
her incredible estate near the 
town of Convent—Mrs. Twombly 
had held what amounted to 
America’s last Court. The Mrs. 
Vanderbilt, her niece-in-law, had 
held court contemporaneously, 
but of the two, to the inner cir- 
cle, Mrs. Twombly’s was the 
inner court. She was, in other 
words, Aristocracy. Mrs. Van- 
derbilt was Society, and they 
had, in the great tradition of 
the warfare between the two, 
little use for each other. To 
Mrs. Vanderbilt Mrs. Twombly 
occupiec a position to which, 
however, over-reaching her pub- 
lic ambition, she could never 
privately aspire, and as for 
Mrs. Twombly as a ‘“‘real’’ Van- 
derbilt, rather than a married 
one, there was no reason to 
acknowledge the existence of 
Mrs. Vanderbilt. She simply ig- 
nored her—which in itself, in 
the face of Mrs. Vanderbilt’s 
publ:city, took some doing. 


MUDDLED THROUGH 


Throughout her reign, 
Twombly had, 


Mrs. 
like her beloved 


England, through thick and 
thin, muddled through—through 
two World Wars, two depres- 
sions, and even two booms. Vis- 
itors to “Florham” invariably 
carried away at least one cher- 
ished memory, and John Mason 
Brown, a literary ambassador 
to the Court on one of its last, 
long weekends, was no excep- 
tion. He remembers one Sun- 
day morning when Mrs. Twom- 
bly was returning from church, 
and the guests were assembled 
to greet her, as was their wont, 
in the foyer. In this foyer, be- 
sides the guests, stood the busts 
of 12 Roman Caesars. Mrs. 
Twombly returned all right, 
and as she stepped out of her 
violet Rolls Royce and swept 
inside she wore a violet hat 
and carried, in violet gloves, a 
bunch of violets. “It was un- 
forgettable,”” recalls Brown. “‘I 
even remember where I was 
standing. It was inviolate, too 
—right beside Caligula.” 


THIN TIMES 


This was a thick time for 
“Florham,”’ but there were thin 
times too. Another ambassa- 
dor, who shall be nameless, re- 
calls one among the thinnest. 
This occasion was a memorable 
Saturday night dinner party 
late in World War II when the 
ambassador hazarded to Mrs. 
Twombly the remark that the 
Court must have suffered many 
reverses in the form of its 
footmen being drafted for war. 
For some time Mrs. Twombly 
said nothing, then finally she 
sighed. “This week we lost 
four,’’ she said, “from the pan- 
try alone.” 


CHANGING TIMES 


Even before this death sen- 
tence Mrs. Twombly had ob- 
served changing times. In 1935, 
then in her early eighties, she 
had gone west—to, of all places, 
Hollywood, California. The event 
was the wedding of her grand- 
son and Flobelle Fairbanks, 
niece of Douglas Fairbanks Sr. 
Although the reception con- 


tained, in deference to her, a 
sizable proportion of Eastern 
refugees and a well-turned-out 
delegation from Pasadena, San- 
ta Barbara and even San Fran- 
cisco, there was also, unavoid- 
ably, a large group of Holly- 
woodians. For some time Mrs. 
Twombly surveyed them, and 
then turned to a relative from 
New York. “In my day,” she 
said quietly, ‘‘we had the celeb- 
rities. Now, if you please, the 
celebrities have us.”’ 


MOST GENTLE 


Of all the latter-day complain- 
ants of Society, Mrs. Twombly 
was perhaps the most gentle. 
She was also, many feel, the 
most accurate. And, in the final 
analysis, it would not be the 
lease of the ironies of social 
history if Society, which has 
always set such store by whom 
it was having—to dinners, to 
balls and to operas — should 
have been, in the end, had. 


SOCIAL SEMANTICS 


But once again it is necessary 
to pause for social semantics— 
in this case, for an examina- 
tion of the word “celebrity.” 
And again, faced with change, 
for there was a day when the 
word was used only imperson- 
ally—a person might have ‘‘ce- 
lebrity,”’ or fame, but it would 
have been as meaningless to 
say ‘‘a celebrity’’ as it would 
be today to say ‘‘a fame.” 


But this change, too, cannot 
be charged to the Twentieth 
Century. It was under way a 
long time before that; in fact, 
as far back as 1836 the Ameri- 
can Quarterly Review, speaking 
of John Jacob Astor I, said, 
‘From an obscure stranger he 
has made himself one of the 
‘celebrities’ of the country.”’ It 
was still early enough, it is true, 
for the word to be used with 
quotation marks, but by mid- 
Century, in 1856, we find no 
less a ‘‘celebrity’’ than Emer- 
son himself using the word, and 
without quotation marks, in

While we are worrying about dropouts from. high school and 
looking for ways to prepare uneducated young people for useful 
work through new vocational training, we should face another 


pressing need. 

Atlanta should have a pro- 
gram to teach young Negro 
women the rudiments of domes- 
tic training, 
especially 
young girls who 
have no pros- 
pect of making #4 
a livelihood in ae: 
any other kind 
of work, or who 
have a particu- 
lar propensity ti 
for homemak- Se 
ing skills. 3 

Homes will ame 
always need 
mother’s aides. Many homes, 
indeed, must have mother sub- 
stitutes. No matter how many 
new appliances industry pro- 
vides for American households, 
there will still be work for hu- 
man hands to do, decisions 
human brains must make, com- 
fort and care only kindly souls 
can give. 


E. W. Washington, president 
of Washington Employment Bu- 
reau, which is the city’s oldest 
Negro employment agency, says 
his office receives at least a 
hundred applications each month 
from earnest young people seek- 
ing domestic employment, all of 
them completely without prep- 
aration in any of the basic skills. 
He has urged the establishment 
of training courses in the com- 
mon occupation of life for some 
time. 


“It is impossible for young 
girls who have come from the 
squalid slums, who have never 
had a home they could call their 
own or have never been inside 
an orderly, well-run house, to 
perform an acceptable job as a 
maid without training. Most 
employers do not have the 
patience to train help of any 
kind, particularly if they do not 
even understand the terms and 
names of household articles. 
Some girls, for instance; have 
never used a vacuum cleaner,

an electric stove, nor an ironing 
board. They are not prepared 
to do any housework capably. 


A former high school and col- 
lege teacher, Mr. Washington 
realizes many of his race do not 
look with favor upon domestic 
work for their young people. 
He, himself, is more realistic. 
Not only have salaries and con- 
ditions of domestic employment 
improved until they are prac- 
tically on a par with other aver- 
age opportunities, but such jobs 
are the only employment open 
to many untrained girls and 
boys. 


He says the situation is equal- 
ly urgent with young men. Their 
opportunities are somewhat 
broader, but there is still a 
large pool of boys sincerely 
seeking work, for whom there 
would be demand if they were 
trained. 


“TI have had applicants come 
to my office for work and 
find none,” Mr. Washington 
says. ‘‘Later, I read they have 
been involved in some crime. 
When the common occupations 
of life, which are their only 
hope, are closed to them, where 
will they turn?” 


Mr. Washington and others 
believe a training program in 
domestic work might be under- 
taken in an old home, with 
periods of three to six weeks 
limited to 20 or 25 students per 
period . All instructions should 
be done by qualified home eco- 
nomics teachers with appli- 
ances similar to those used in 
normal households. 


He sees a restoration of self- 
respect as a_ by-product of 
such training, and eventually a 
diminution of families on wel- 
fare rolls and inmates of penal 
institutions. 


“There is more potential for 
good and evil here than. one 
might realize,”’ he warns. 
“Think of the desperation of a 
needy young person with no 
doors open at all for decent self- 
support.”’ 


This could be a public pro- 
gram or a privately supported 
one. It might be considered by 
the service industries as a con- 
tribution to their consuming 
public. It might be staffed as 
a public service by the Georgia 
Association of Home _ Econo- 
mists, if they think well of its 
practical contribution. 


But somebody should under- 
take it. Young mothers, 
widowed fathers, aged men and 
women living alone—these we 
will always‘have, and they will 
always need help. And on the 
other side of the coin, the help 
will always need them. —

Who Bursts Family Budget?

The family budget stretcher 
whose accounts are strained at 
the seams can put the blame on 
HIM. 


It’s the man of the house 
who’s most likely to plunge the 
family into financial difficulty 
with “‘status symbol’ purchases 
to impress, if not keep ahead of, 
the Joneses. And he’s not be- 
yond not-so-subtle subterfuges to 
wrest off the wrath of his better- 
half. A favorable technique is 
to give HER the gift HE really 
wants. 


The findings of a recent study 


"made by New Jersey sociolo- 


gists to determine which mem- 
ber of the family is most likely 
to upset the budget is backed by 
the opinions of local experts, 
from wives who shudder at the 
very thought of hubby’s shopping 
spree, to Atlanta sociologists. 


They agree the wife spends 
money more regularly than the 
husband on food, clothing and 
other family expenditures. But 
the husband is the real budget 
villain—he makes extravagant 
purchases the family can’t 
really afford. As a result, the 
missus’ theme song is ‘Those 
monthly payment blues.”’ 


MANLY STATUS SYMBOLS 


“It’s usually the husband who 
decides to buy a new car, a boat 
or the like,’’ observéd an At- 
lanta sociologist. ‘“‘Such status 
symbols are more important to 
him than they are to the wife. 
Many men, playing to the hilt 
their role of head of the house, 
make such purchases without 
ever consulting their wives. It’s 
too late for the wife to disap- 
prove once the item is bought 
and the payment contract 
signed.” 

The sociologist added that 
such a spending spree some- 
times is a man‘s way of assert- 
ing himself as head of the house. 


In agreeing, another expert 
observed that ‘‘men are more 
likely to think of expensive pur- 
chases as status symbols than 
are women,” 


Many Atlanta wives agree. 
And a few husbands. 


‘“‘My wife calls me an ‘impulse 
shopper’,”” admitted one Atlan- 
tan. ‘“‘She says she hates to 
have to send me to the grocery 
for anything, because I'll come 


back with all sorts of things that 
she doesn’t need.” 


ATTRACTED TO DISPLAYS 

This husband ‘admittedly is at- 
tracted to fancy foods and color- 
ful displays. His wife confirmed 
the report, recalling the day she 
sent him to the neighborhood 
supermarket for a loaf of bread. 
He returned with the bread—and 
anchovy paste, maraschino cher- 
ries, lobster tails and an assort- 
ment of jams and jellies. 


One local wife is still bemoan- 
ing her Christmas gift from 
hubby—an expensive rod and 
reel that she’s never used. 

“My husband, however, has 
gotten a lot of use from it,”’ she 


sighed. ‘I think I'll give him 
wall-to-wall carpeting next 
Christmas.” 


Another husband gave his wife

a boat last Christmas. 


“It’s just what I needed—like 
I need a hole in the head,” she 
told him. 


When she pointed out that if 
he simply HAD to buy her a 
boat, he could have selected a 
less expensive model, he waxed 
long and lively about the econ- 
omy of his choice. This, too, is 
in keeping with the report from 
experts. 


“Most men will justify their 
expensive purchases by pointing 
out that their selection has more 
durability, special features and 
long-range value,” a local expert 
declared. 


He added that “‘most men 
with splurging tendencies fail to 
recognize their own extrava- 
gance.’’ Many blame their wives 
for excessive spending when the 
monthly payments pinch .- the 


family budget, and they forget 
just who purchased that extra 
car, boat or camping trailer. 


Budget worries are seldom 
solved by a raise in bread- 
winner’s salary. es show 
that most men foll a “the 
more I make, the I spend” 


policy. 

“A national survey,” pointed 
out a sociologist, “reveals that 
men who have doubled or 
tripled their salaries over a pe- 
riod of time are in the same 
type of financial difficulties as 
they were before their raises. 
They rationalize their increasing 
extravagance by saying, ‘I'm 
making more money now, so I 
can afford to indulge myself 


more .

34 inches, your fabric must 
measure 102 inches. Join the 
seams, leaving one open. for 
placket. Hem skirt before pleat- 
ing. Lay in your pleats, lapping 
from left to right, and baste. 
Try on the skirt. If it is too 
large at the waistline, lap the 
please over each other a little 
until it fits. If it is still a little 
too large, try a row of basting 
stitches at waistline and pull 
thread, gathering it very, very 
slightly. Baste, press and stitch. 
When stitching pleats, be sure 
to stitch from the bottom up to- 
ward the waist. If you stitch 
down, you will stretch the fab- 
ric and the pleats will not lie 
flat. (See illustration.)

He did not 
have Hal Smith, for a heart condition suddenly ended the catch- 
er’s career. Broglio, McDaniel and Sadecki failed to duplicate 
their 1960 form. 


It's easy to understand why the Cardinals faltered. It's difficult 
to conceive why the Cardinals fired Hemus. With two full seasons 
under his belt, Solly is a far superior manager to the untested 
rookie Gus Busch hired in 1959 because he liked the man’s style 
of letter writing.

DETROIT (AP)—The United Auto Workers Union 
Thursday challenged American Motors Corp. to take
